If, ten years ago, he had applied 
to Dr. Schacht for a loan of 100 
marks, he would have beqp refused an 
audience, let alone the loan. Now he 
dismisses Schacht, and graciously 
adds that it does not imply disgrace. 
No matter what his achievement in 
the future, we shall always regard 
Diis as the peak. We have often 
thought how nice it would be to tell 
our bank—but, oh, the vanity of hu¬ 
man wishes!

Abolishing War 

There are three ways in which wars 
migh be abolished. One of these ways 
would be for enough men as individ¬ 
uals to decide never again to fight. 
Another would be for one nation to 
conquer the whole world and impose 
its peace up the world thereafter. The 
third way would be for all nations to 
be constrained to submit all possible 
causes of international war to decis¬ 
ion by process of law and reason. This 
third way would have no real meaning, 
unless the nations were also made wil¬ 
ling to turn over to some world auth¬ 
ority the physical means to make war. 

I would personally have the deep¬ 
est respect for a genuine world-wide 
pacifist movement. Who am I to say 
that if Germans and Englishmen and 
Canadians and Japanese were to say, 
“we will not take part in any way in 
war of any kind”—that they too 
might not be sustained by that great 
power which sustained the early 
Christians when pagan Rome threw 
them to the lions? Modem pacifisms 
might conceivably bring the end to the 
war system with less killing than 
there would be in trying to end it any 
other way. But that sort of pacifism 
could never be effective unless.it were 
genuine and one hundred perent brave. 
Pacifists would have to be willing to 
face death by the hundreds before the 
firing squads of the totalitarian dic¬ 
tators. They would have to face abuse 
an'd ridicule and imprisonment even in

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Prof. E. H. Strickland, speaking in 
Calgary recently stated that in in¬ 
stance of hopper plagues, too much 
reliance is placed on bait, and there is 
unnecessary waste. 

Professor Strickland stated that the 
grasshopper menace- irt ‘the province 
could be wiped out in one year, if far¬ 
mers and municipalities would only 
co-operate in instituting “cultural" 
methods of destruction. 

He charged that grasshopper bait, 
which is provided by the government, 
is “shamefully wasted” and that if the 
proper preventive methods were car¬ 
ried out, it would not be necessary to 
provide bait. 

Professor Strickland advocated the 
cultivation of stubble shallowly in the 
fall of the year, and the burning over 
of weed infested waste lands, as the 
best method of destroying grass hop¬ 
pers before they reach the flying 
stage. 

He said that if all the farmers in 
the district where grasshoppers are 
gj-evalent co-operated in one huge 
plan, together with the municipal dis¬ 
tricts, it would be possible almost to 
exterminate the pest in one year.- 
Rely Too Much on Bait 

Tracing the history of the grass¬ 
hopper invasion from 1919, Professoi 
Strickland said that no government 
assistance was forthcoming to the 
farmers at that time. In later years, 
the government supplied the farmers 
with bait. He said that *he was some¬ 
what sorry that this practice had ev¬ 
er been started, because down through 
the years, the average farmer had re¬ 
lief upon the bait, and nothing else to 
cope with the menace. 

In addition to stating that the 
shallow cultivation of stubble would 
result in practical extermination of 
the pest, Professor Strickland advo¬ 
cated the complete burning over of all 
vacant lands within a certain number 
of miles of grain-producing lands. He 
said that if the grasshoppers were al¬ 
lowed to lay their eggs and then de¬ 
velop on this waste ground, it would 
be quite simple for them to reach the 
grain-growing fields in the

OR KING FOR THE GOVERNMENT 


OLDNESS places and farmers are beginning to get a 
multitude of forms from the governments, making ex 
haustive inquiry into every occupational resource and ex¬ 
penditure. There wiil be all kinds of mental anguish and 
lookkeeping involved in preparing these forms for satis¬ 
factory return. As the unlucky taxpayer labors into tfie 
night over his bookkeeping, he must oftimes be filled with 
rebellion. 

Here he is spending time-and overtime, long hours of it, 
working for the government without one cent of pay. And 
tie is doing this work so that the government will know 
how much to tax him. Then when he turns in his work, 
there are hundreds of paid clerks at headquarters,•probing 
into his bookkeeping to see if they can catch him up on 
some trifling item. His taxes pay the wages of these clerks 
who are hired to check up on him. He pays legislators to 
hire clerks to send out forms to tax him, so that the legis¬ 
lators and the clerks can draw their wages.

It is an ab¬ 
solute essential to the success of any municipality, no mat¬ 
ter how capable its administrators nor how honest its citi- 
that there be a continuity of reasonable prices. One 
in three or four years, or one year of good prices, will 
lot pull any district out of the hole. 

There is a tendency on the part of some, particularly in

progress made in the last two or three years, has been a 
most creditable reflection on the character of the taxpayer. 
It is assumed, with reason, that citizens of.other areas are 
of equally high character and are equally scrupulous in 
their desire to pay off obligations. If they have not paid, 
they have had no crops, or in the year when they have had 
crops, prices have been far below cost of production. In 
case of successive crop failure, there should be readjust¬ 
ment of municipal debt. 

The point tbat cannot be emphasized too often is that 
fanners must have reasonable returns for their crops if 
they are to pay their way. Without a fair pice above cost 


cinity. 

To farmers who were interested in 
the cultural method of exterminating 
the pests, he suggested that they or¬ 
ganize and then scout the fields with¬ 
in a radius of 15 to 20 miles in their 
particular district.
